PEDESTRIAN CONTROL 


The reason that the attempt to regulate 


pedestrian traffic has failed in so many 
cities that have attempted it is because 
public officials have failed to take into 
consideration the factors of psychology. 
To successfully change the life-long street 
habits of a million or more people is a 
very delicate task. As a basis principle it 
may be said that- it is impossible to en- 
force pedestrian control. The regulation 
must be so designed and' presented that 
the public will give voluntary obedience 
making the rules self-enforcing. 


" The success of Los Angeles in bringing 
about universal synchronization of pedes- 
trian and vehicular traffic has been due to 
a number of factors that led to a willing 
cooperation tm the part of the walking 
public. 


The most important factor for the suc- 


cess of pedestrian control is that vehicular 
traffic should be sufficiently heavy and so 
regulated that it is practically constant in 
flo\v. If 3. pedestrian is required to -wait 
with the signal at- the intersections where 
the roadway before him is empty and 
there is no visible reason for his delay, he 
will rebel. On the other hand, if at the 
great majority of places where he must 
wait for a cKafctje in signals before cross- 
ing he is confronted by a stream of con- 
stant and heavy traffic, the reason for his 
delay is apparent, and he will give volun- 
tary obedience. 
; The first requirement for successful pe- 
destrian regulation, therefore, is an ac-- 
curate regulation of vehicular traffic so 
that during the go signal there are always 
machines moving through the intersec- 
tion. Where automatic 'traffic signals are 
used, this can be.accomplished by keeping 


e-the-intervals as short as . possible. It is 


better both from the standpoint of pedes- 
trian control and vehicular traffic to have, 
a few cars left over at the end of each run 
than to have a lapse of five or ten seconds 
in _ which the . intersection is unused. 
Where the control is by manual operation 


' the_offfcer can accomplish the desired re- 


sult by making his changes frequently and 
by never allowing his intersection to be- 
come idle. 


The placing of marked crosswalks at 


intersections greatly facilitates pedestrian 
regulation, by keeping the walkers com- 
pact and by giving a certain protection 
against interference by automobiles. 


-When pedestrian control is introduced 


the police should be thoroughly instruct- 
ed in their duties. Under no conditions 
should they be permitted to make whole- 
sale arrests for violations. Warnings to 
careless or thoughtless violators can best 
be given by short toots upon a traffic 
whistle. In eighteen months of pedestrian 
control in Los Angeles there have been 
but five arrests for violations. 


Before pedestrian control is attempted' 


there should be a thorough campaign of 
public education through the-newspapers. 
Every citizen should be thoroughly in- 
formed as to Ins-duties and obligations. If 
the above conditions are intelligently cre- 
atedjf pedestrian control, can be establish- 
ed irr any city with a resultant relief to 
congestion and traffic accidents.

He even threw 
suspicion on the legality of Honest Abe ;> 
own birth by denying that documents ex- 
isted proving the marriage of Abraham's 
parents. 


Robert Todd Lincoln took these revela- 


tions so seriously that he bought up all 
the Herndon books possible and destroy- 
ed them. The entire life of this son of 
Lincoln was ruined, affirms Miss Tarbell. 
by his humble origin. He himself loved 
elegance, social distinction, the luxuries of 
wealth, and stressed family position. 


If this is true, indeed, of Lincoln's son, 


who died at the age of 83 last July, it is 
the one failure of the great Lincoln's life 
to have reared a son whose sense of real 
values was so poor a thing! 


But can it be true? 
With millions of 


human beings envious of such a heritage 
as being Lincoln's son, could his own son 
fail to know the supreme honor that was 
his? 


AN OIL SURVEY 


As it becomes more and more apparent 


that our oil resources are limited and that 
our own use of petroleum is increasing by 
leaps and bounds, it becomes increasing- 
ly evident that something should be done 
about it. And, as it is usual when this sit- 
uation obtains, many persons have come 
forward with various solutions to the 
problem, some good, perhaps, some bad, 
all of them plausible. Our problem is to 
find out which one of the solutions will 
provide us with an oil supply over the 
largest period of time. 


There is one very good maxim to ob- 


serve when solving a problem and that is 
to have all your facts at hand before be- 
ginning it. And that is what we should do 
in this case. We should know, just as ac- 
curately as it is possible to determine, 
how much reserve petroleum the world 
has under its crust and we must know the 
exact present consumption and the scien- 
tifically estimated future consumption. 
When we have these facts at hand we will 
know how long our present supply will 
last and that will be a big factor in decid- 
ing on the merits of the various plans of- 
fered for the relief of the future oil famine. 


John D. Rockefeller realized this when 


he gave a fund of $500.000 as an endow- 
ment for a period of five years, to finance 
a series of studies in the origin, distribu- 
tion and properties of petroleum. He re- 
alized that the first and prime necessity is 
the facts of the case and these he is de- 
termined to have. The results of this en- 
dowment will undoubtedly be of the ut- 
most importance as bearing on the pres- 
ent status and future development of the 
industries based on petroleum, which is 
still one of the most mysterious and puz- 
zling of the natural resources.

A SHOT IN THE ARM 


MORE OXYGEN FOR URIC ACID 


The best way to mcreat^ tho absorption of oxy- 


gen and improve metabolism, the oxidation process, 
is general 
exercise. Xot deep breathing exercise, 


for, as 1 shall explain, deep breathing is about the 
poorest kind of exercise anybody can take, though 
m some cases of confining: invalidism even this 
form of exercise may be worth while. 
Of course 


deep breathing exercise should not be attempted by 
an 
invalid 
except by direction of his physician. 


Deep breathing is a danarerous activity for a tu- 
berculosis patient, as a- rule. 


Perhaps the best form of exercise for the purpose 


of speeding up metabolism, improving the oxida- 
tion process, accelerating the absorption of oxygen, 
opening the draft, is walking. Although we are rc- 
reffing now particularly to the question of-uric aciii, 
this best of all form of exercise, walking, is as-bene- 
ficial both in theory and in practice, for the pre- 
vention and .relief of many forms of arthritis or 
joint inflammation popularly known as "rheuma- 
tism" as it is for the disposal of an excess of uric 
acid. 


In suggesting that the victim of arthritis should 


endeavor to walk it off I am not unmindful of the 
technical difficulties which may confront one who 
wishes, to try the treatment. 
There is a serious 


problem here, though not so serious as the one 
which confronted Mark Twain's patient who had 
inflammatory rheumatism complicated with jump- 
ing toothache. The solution I offer is this: Get un- 
der way before you are disabled. This is much the 
same as rolling somersaults as a prevention for old 
age—obviously one must begin rolling before the 
onset of risor senilis. 


Some folks like to imagine, and I want to say 


right here most of them ought to know better, that 
m order to absdtb more oxygen all one -need do is 
practice deep breathing tor a few minutes each day. 
Here in the most public manner I do solemnly 
iver and may I be as publicly set right if I haven't 
.he soundest physiological ground for the assertion 
that the sum total of oxygen absorbed in an hour 
or a day cannot be appreciably increased by any 
such deep breathing exercise. So that's that, and 
•so far as the purpose of absorbing more oxygen 
nay be concerned the best advice I can give is 
simply never mind your breaothing—breathmpr is a 
function which is automatically regulated and it is 
a very good health rule not to interfere with it at 
all.

There are; certain-. is ell recoznized -ways to get 


relatively larger 
proportion.' oft oxygen into the 


blood, and deep breathing is not^one" of -them. You 
may see why it isn't if jou will hold a stop watch 
on an individual who is breathing naturally, then 
while he does his deep breathing stuff, and then for 
several mjnutes afterward. You'll find 
that 
he 


compensates perfectly by slow and shallow breath- 
ng f6r a certain time following the forced breath- 
ing.

What do you think of this statement about ab- 


sorption through the skin by a physician of your 
own class. (W. O. R.) 


Answer.—Referring to shoe dye poisoning the 


doctor says the physiologists state that the skin 
lias in a small measure the power to absorb mater- 
ials, and there is clinical evidence that certain 
drugs may be introduced into the body by rubbing 
ointments on the skin, for instance cod liver oil 
may be administered to underweight babies bjj,rub- 
bing it on the skin. The doctor then goes; on-to 
soy that the rosy promises of beauty specialists 
that the skin foods which are advertised to round 
out the skin and erase wrinkles, are ephemeral. '" 


AH this is amazing. I know of no physiologist 


who teaches that the unbroken skin has the power 
to^absorb anything. Clinical evidence means just 
this, that the physician shoots a pill or makes a 
pass or says a prayer, if you like, and the patient 
presently improves. But if it is true that cod liver 
oil is actually absorbed through the skin in suffi- 
cient quantity to Increase the baby's weifrht, then 
it is unreasonable to deny that the so'called-"skin 
foods" may be absorbed in the same'wjiy.ri had 
always considered the promises of the beauty spe- 
cialists about their skin foods perennial—that's just 
the trouble with that line of 'bunk, like the birth 
rate of the customers it has 
nothing ephemeral 


about it. 


Several cases of fatal poisoning from shoe dye 


are on record. The anilin (or in some such dyes 
nitro benzol) is very volatile' and, although 
the 


"clinical evidence" may seem.to. show that the. anilin 
or benzol is absorbed through the skin of. the feet, 
the scientific truth is that th~e poisonous solvent is 
inhaled by the wearer of the-shoes. 


Another physician who accepts the- "clinical evi- 


dence" 
(which, by the way, is virtually circum- 


stantial evidence) even though it does not jibe with 
physiological fact or common sense, indirectly chal- 
lenges me to rub some beladonna on my back and 
see how quickly I'll get dizzy and sick. 


I should be glad to have any amount of bella- 


donna rubbed on my back by way of a test. 
I 


should be glad to have shoe dye painted on my feet 
—with my head outside of the room so I could 
inhale none of the poisonj"

READING 


Jano Austen a hundred years ago 


vrote a defense of novel reading as 
over against socalled "serious read- 
ng" that all who consider fiction a 
vaste of time should look up. 
But 


n her age the objection to novel 
•eading- was largely on moral grounds 
vhile today in our highly practical 
ago it is often assumed that • novel 
•eading is not "useful." 
It's only a 


story, such readers declare, and It 
las no useful information such 
as 


can be obtained from reading history 
or biography or philosophy or "prac- 
tical" books. 


Which is the biggest mistake that 


inyone can make. Jane Austen a cen- 
tury ago pointed out with the deli- 
cate satire of which she was a per- 
fect master that,the best fiction of 
any -country is the product of that 
country's ".best minds and contains 
he concentrated wisdom of the high- 
est level of the civilization of the age. 
Instead of apologizing for spending 
time in fiction reading, she declared 
toutly, people should feel proud of 
the fact that they are sufficiently de- 
veloped mentally to appreciate well 
written novels, and even in our high- 
y practical age there are all sorts of 
bi-products from novel reading that 
lave nothing' to do with literature 
but that make for that understand- 
ing of. all shades and conditions of 
ifo that constitutes civilization. 


'DESCRIBES AFRICA 
There is the difference between in- 


dustrial America and industrial Eng- 
and. You might read a half dozen 
so-called "serious books" written for 
the express purpose of making this 
clear and you might not get as good 
an idea as is contained in a single 
paragraph of a recent novel. It is in 
'Mary Glenn," a. remarkable novel of 
ifo in South Africa by Sarah Ger- 
trudo Millin, and it compares the in- 
dustrial ideals of the two 
nations 


from a long-distance view, -which is 
necessarily a more 
detached 
view 


:han can be obtained in either Eng- 
land or America. Hero it is:

IDEALS ARE CONTRASTED' 


There you 
have 
two industrial 


ideals of two nations nicely contrast- 
ed in a single paragraph of a novel. 
Each has solid arguments to recom- 
mend it and no decision is made be- 
tween them. But it is worth while, 
as a matter of information, to under- 
stand these two industrial points of 
view. Moreover, since industry today 
largely expresses the character of a 
people, a reader gets a reaU insight 
into national 
characteristics as a 


whole from this paragraph. Such a 
paragraph throws a revealing light 
on both countries. Perhaps the Eng- 
lish idea of solidity and long life for 
the product is best—for England at 
least; perhaps the American idea of 
cheapness and quick turnover is best 
—for America at least. The point is 
that the novel reader almost uncon- 
sciously gets an education in Eng- 
lish and American industrial points 
of view.
